OmcAoo, HI., M a y 10.—A special 
from El Paso, Texas, says: The details 
of the awful result of the recent earth- 
quake in the state of Sonora are coming 
in slowly. 
Lieutenant Brittain Davis 
said: "As far a I could learn the entire 
CorroUtes distj^t, and the country for 
200 mUes soutnwest of it was in a con- 
stant state of convulsion for three days. 
An active volcano developed ten miles 
from us, and when I left it was pouring 
forth a stream of hot water as thick as 
man's body. 
This column of water 
was thrown thirty feet in the air, and 
is impregnated with sulphur and lava. 
Stones as big a man's head are forced up 
and with it smoke and fumes of sulphur 
make it difficult to breath in the vicin- 
ity. At Ajo don Pedro, a town in the 
vicinity, twenty people were killed and 
nearly every building destroyed. 
At 
Cosawanda, southeast of there, forty 
families were destroyed. 
The Mexicans 


are panic stricken and have given u p all 
ordinary pursuits. 
There are a number 
of other out of the way mining towns in 
the ^ricinity, that I fear are totally de- 
stroyed." 
From reports it appeais the 
entire southwestern part of Sonora. has 
been subjected to the severest 
shocks. 
Geysers and volcanos are reported in all 
part« of the stricken territory. 


A SIROCCO IN m i m X R Y . 


Nearly a Thonsand Houses Burned- 
Loss, $2,500,000. 


VIENNA, May 10.—A hot sirocco blew 
the whole week throughout Hungary, 
destroying vegetation and rendering it 
inflamable. At Nagy Karoly, in Transyl- 
vania, 400 houses were destroyed, and 
,000 people rendered homeless are 
camping in the open air. At Torooco 
300 houses were 
burned 
and four 
lives were lost. 
The conflagration 
lasted two hours. At Ruskberg a church 
and thirty-three houses were destroyed. 
Many houses were burned at the vil- 
lage of Meregyo. 
At Eperies all the 
churches and public buildings were de- 
stroyed and the cemetery was devastat- 
ed. 
At the latter place many inmates 
of a convent school are missing, and 
several girls 
were killed b y 
jumping 
f r o m t h e windows. 
It is estimated that 
the loss will reach 82,500,000. 
All the 
Hungarian and many Austrian insurance 
houses are involved.

Their Sixth ßiennial Session at Chicago 
in Progress. 


CHICAGO, May 10.—The sixth biennial 
session of the supreme council of Catho- 
lic Kjiights began this morning at the 
Palmer house, and will probably con- 
tinne for four days.

and territory in the union, and numbers 
about 16,500 members. Its objects are 
to unite fraternally all practical Catho- 
lics of every profession, business and oc- 
cupation, and to establish a fund of 
which a sum not exceeding $2,000 shall 
be paid to each member's family at his 
death. 
The order was instituted in 1878 
in Louisville, Ky., by the present Arch- 
bishop Feehan, of Chicago, and was 
incorporated in 1880, and has been 
approyed and recommended by all 
the Catholic dignitaries of the country.

officers of the supreme 
councU are: 
Special director, Bishop 
Spalding; supreme president,

Barr; supreme treasurer, M. J. O'Brien. 
The total insurance carried by the order 
to date is ^30,016,000. 
The orders 
drawn for funeral benefits during the 
year were $693,162.95, and from the 
general fund $32,021.75, making a total 
of $725,184.70. 


The convention 
assembled at 9:30 
o'clock in the ball room of the Palmer 
house and formed in procession, escprted 
by the council of local Knignts and pro- 
ceeded to the Cathedral of the Holy 
Name, where 
pontifical

mass 
was celebrated b y Bishop Janssens, of 
Natchez, Miss., after which an address 
was delivered b y Archbishop 
Feehan. 
After the religious exercises in t h e morn- 
ing the supreme council assembled at 
the Palmer house at 2 o'clock and pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of the regu- 
lar business of the order.

THE CROPS. 


Uncle Sam Looks Over This Vast Do- 
main and the Condition of the Peace- 
ful Products are Noted. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—The report of 
the department of agriculture for May, 
relates to the condition of winter grain, 
progress of spring plowing and the pro- 
portion of the proposed cotton area al- 
ready planted. It indicates a decline in 
the condition of wheat in two points 
since April Ist. 
The general average for 
the whole 
country 
being eighty-six 
bushels against ninty-tive at the same 
date in 1886, seventy in 1885 and ninety- 
four in 1884. 
The 
changes 
in the 
condition 
have 
not 
been 
uni- 
form 
throughout 
t h e 
winter 
wheat 
region, 
some 
states 
showing 
an increaae, the majority a slight de- 
cline and in a few a heavy falhng off. 
Favorable temperature and seasonable 
rains have improved the prospect in 
Tennessee, West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky. 
The most serious reduction of 
the month is in Ohio, where there is 
a falling oflF of eight per cent, since the 
1st of April, due to continuing evil ef- 
fects of alternate freezing and thawing 
in the last report. 


In Kansas and Colorado there is a 
slight falling off, while in Oregon the 
prospect has advanced, it being the only 
state in which the condition reaches 100. 
Rye has suffered from the same causes 
which so injuriously affected wheat, but 
the 
general 
average is considerably 
higher, standing at 90.8, against 92 on 
April 1st,

CODFISH 
ARE CAUGHT. 


Where the Finest Fish Are found.—Core* 
runners at the Coming Catch. 


"Thé deep sea commercial fish come 
out of the cold water seas," said an au- 
thority on the subject the other day to a 
correspondent. 
"It is not true that the 
cod and heiTing migrate to the ai'ctic 
seas, as was once believed. 
These fish 
are local in their habits and confined to a 
limited area, governed in their move- 
ments by a supply of food, the instinct to 
spawn and the temperature of the water. 
They go out from the cold waters to the 
warmer to spavm, and come back again 
in a direct line. 
like all aaiimals which 
have homes, they come to the j^lace of 
their birth for reproductive purpc^s. 
Generations of fish from immemorial time 
have come back to their native banks 
and sports. The cod drops its spawn 
free into the sea at a considerable distance 
from tlie bottom. The spawn does not 
sink, but swims near tiie surface in 
transparent eggs, and in about sixteen 
days they hatch. 
The male fish in 
spawning swims deei)er than the female, 
and the mût rises, as soon as it is poured 
out, to the surface. The young cod in 
its first year grows to be a foot long. It 
cannot reproduce till it is 4 years old. 


"The Rev. Mr. Harvey, of Newfound- 
land, in his history of that island pub- 
lished only four years ago, says that the 
finest codfish does not swim near sand 
borne by the gulf stream or the St. Law- 
ence, but upon rocky 
bottom, which 
sometimes is only fifty feet below the 
surface, but generally nearer 400. There 
is an outer bank called the false bank, 
where the water is 700 or 800 feet deep. 
The fishing grounds have an extent of 
200 miles long by 60 miles wide, and this 
pai'ticularly fine ground is called the cod 
meadow, and it has never decreased in 
productiveness. 
Thirty codfish make a 
himdrofl weight when dried." 


"How do they know when the cod are 
rminiiig on the banks?" 


"A little fisli called the caplin, about 
seven inclio.s long, precedes them, swim- 
ming on tlie surface in enormous swarms. 
The cod follow them in to devour them. 
The lisbernien take the caplin for bait. 
Tlicsc little» caplin fish, when they come 
toward sb.f»re, are so thick tliat a man 
can stand oji the banks with a casting net 
and fill a cart with them in an hour. 
The caplin are used by the farmers for 
maiuire. and are put up hke sardines. 
Next coiiio the squids or cuttlefish, which 
remain six or seven weeks, and are also 
used for )iait. 
Then the herring come in 
the fall. 
Those bait fishes run from the 
l.st of June till near winter, and without 
thoin Iiavdiy anything could be done in 
capturing llu* cod." 


"Why is llie codfish particularly valu- 
able?" 


"Becíiubó you can eat nearly every 
part of it. or use it somehow. 
The head 
is good; they make guano of the offal and 
bones as good as Peruvian guano; from 
the bladder isinglass is made; they send 
the roe to Franco as bait for sardines; the 
tongue and sounds are sold in Boston and 
New York for delicacies. ' ' 


"How do they take the cod ashore and 
dissect him?" 
* 


"The N(3wfoundland or Cape Breton 
fisherman 
comes right in from sea and 
lands at a platform projecting over the 
water. 
Witli a kind of jñtchfork he 
flings the fish on this; a man up there 
vdth a sharp knife severs the gills from 
the belly, slits the abdomen to the vent, 
and makes a cut on each side of the head 
near the líase of the skull. 
Another man 
takes out the liver for cod liver oil, pulls 
off the head, removes the bowels, which 
are thrown into a scow for manure. The 
tongties and bladders are taken out and 
pickled. 
Then a third man, called a split- 
ter, puts the body of the fish on its back, 
holds it open with the left hand, and cuta 
along one side of the backbone to the 
tail. The backlxme is then taken out 
and the fish salted on the floor and 
spread out oti flakes to be dried. 
When 
they are packed they are divirled into the 
merchantable, tbe West India, and the 
broken fish. The West India c(xl is eaten 
by negroes. " - ( "or. Cincinnati Enquirer.

CHAPTER I. 


ACCOUNTS. 


Claims to be Filed. Sec. 1. All persons having claims against the City 
of Fort "Wayne for work rendered, or any claims or demands whatsoever, 
shall, on the Saturday preceeding the second and fourth Tuesday of each and 
every month, file with the City Clerk their respective claims, certified to by 
the officer who may have authorized the expenditure, or ordered the purchase 
involved in such accounts. 


Finance Committee to Report. 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of the 
Finance Committee of said Council, on the Monday preceeding the second and 
fourth Tuesday of each month, to meet at the council chamber and examine 
such claims as are filed with the Clerk of the City; and to report to said 
Council in writing, such claims as they shall deem correct and just. 


Proviso. 
Sec. 3. No claims of any kind, whatsoever, will be received by 
said Council, unless examined and reported by said Finance Committee. 
Provided, That in cases where written contracts have been made, and entered 
into between the City and other parties, this chapter shall not apply. 


CHAPTER II. 


ANIMALS. 


Poundmaster's I>uties. 
Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Common 
Council, to provide a public pound and to erect therein buildings for hay and 
feed, stables for horses and cattle, and pens for smaller annimals, and to pro- 
vide means for watering such animals. It shall be the duty of such Council 
to elect a i'oundmaster for said City at their first meeting in May, of each 
year. Said Poundmaster ^hall devote his time to the duties herein provided, 
and such other duties relating hereto, as the Common Council may from time 
to time direct, and for such purposes he is hereby vested with police powers. 
He shall give bond to the city in the sum of ^1,000 conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties, as herein prescribed ; he shall keep a book in 
which he shall enter a full description of every animal impounded by him, 
and the place from which the same was taken, the name of the owner, as soon 
as ascertained, and the hour when impounded. 
He shall make a full report 
of all his doings and of all monevs collected by him as such Pouudmaster, and 
he shall pay all moneys collected under the provisions of this ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said city, and the Treasurer's voucher therefor shall 
accoinpany said monthly report. 
The City Marshal shall, in a book provided 
for the purpose, and kept conspicuously displayed at the city hall, enter all 
complaints made to liim in regard to animals found running at large, giving 
the name and residence of the complainant; and any reputable citizen may 
enter for himself such complaint, and it shall be the duty of all officers and 
patrolmen to give notice of iul animals seen by them running at large, and the 
said Poundmaster shall take prompt action upon such information. 


Unlawful t o R u n at Lar««, 
Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for the 
owner of any horse, mule, cattle, sheep, goat, swine or geese, to permit the 
same to run at large, at any time, within the corporate limits of said city; and 
it shall be unlawful for any person to lierd any such animals upon any of the 
streets, alleys or uninclosed lots and lands within said limits. 


A n i m a l s Taken U|». Sec. 3. If any such animals be so found at large, 
the Poundmaster shall take and impound the same, and the owner thereof 
may redeem such animal by paying to the Poundmaster, for the use of the 
city, the sum of one dollar; and lifty cents additional for each day such animal 
shall be impounded beyond the first day, and if no one redeeni such animal 
within five days of its impounding, the Poundmaster shall sell the same at 
public auction, after ten days notice of such sale, by posting in at least three 
puMic places of said city, and by serving written notice of such sale to the 
owner if he be knowii. 


A n y Person May Tak«' Up. Sec. 4. It shall be lawful for any person 
to deliver to the possession of the Toundmaster, any animal found running at 
large contrary to this ordinance. 


Ob«*trncti<»Ms. 
Sec. o. It shall be unlawful for any person to hinder, 
obstruct or delay said Poundmaster or his assistants, in the legal discharge of 
their official duties. 


Penalty. 
ISec. 
Any person violating this chapter, or any provision 
thereof, shall, upon conviction, forfeit and pay a line to the City of Fort 
Wayne, of ni»t more than one hundred dollars. 


CHAPTER III. 


ASSESSOR. 


Appraisement. 
Sec. I. It shall be the duty of the City Assessor to daily 
attend at his office, unless otherwise officially engaged. 
it shall be his duty 
each year to make an appraisement and assessment of all the real estate and 
personal property subject to taxation by the city, except whenever otherwise 
provided by statute, and make due return of such assessment, according- to 
law. 
He shall prepare and keep posted plat books for the use of said city, 
and from time to time shall make all iiecess;irv corrections or changes therein, 
and add all new plats as they are recorded. 'lie shall, in a book kept for that 
purpose, monthly note all transfers of real estate, with the names of the 
owners thereto, and he shall, for the use of himself and deputies, make a 
memorandum of all permits granted for improvements liable for taxation, as 
well as all such improvements as shall have been made without permits. 


Omitted Property. 
Sec. 
It shall be his duty at all times to place or 
cause to be placed upon the tax duplicate for taxation, all property which 
shall have been, from any cause, omitted from such assessment or taxation. 


To Report for Prosecution. 
Sec. 8. It shall bo liis duty to report for 
prosecution any person who shall erect within said city any building or make 
any improvement to realt}', for which a permit is necessary, without such 
person having obtained a permit from said city so to do. 


CHAPTER IV. 


ATTORNEY. 


To Report. Sec, 1. In addition to the other duties of the City Attorney, 
it shall be his duty, during the months of January and July of each and every 
year, to report in writing, to the Common Council a list of all suits instituted

plated ware and jewelry; fancy notions and toys, five per cent.; dry goods, 
boots and shoes, hats and caps, china and queensware, four per cent.;"buggies 
and wagons manufactured for the market, four per cent.; fancy groceries two 
per cent.; staple groceries, one per cent.; any other goods, wares or merchan- 
dise not above enumerated, two and one-half per cent. Said per cent is to be 
paid as well upon all sales made in tlie same room and at the same time that 
the auction is held.

Outside and party walls, not exceeding twenty-four feet in lieight 
from the top of the sidewalk to the under side of the roof, joists or rafters 
(except for stores, mills, breweries and warelionses;, shall not be less than six- 
teen inches, if of stone ; l>ut stores, mills, breweries and warehouses exceed- 
ing twenty-four feet in height, as aforesaid, shall not be less than twelve 
inches in thickness, if of brick, nor less than eighteen inches in thickness, if 
of stone, and if exceeding three stories in heiglit the two low^er stories shall 
not be less than sixteen inches in thickness, if of brick, nor less than twenty- 
four inches in thickness, if of stone. 


Third. 
All joists, beams and other timbers in outside and party walls shall 
be separated at least four inches from each other with stone or brick laid in 
mortar, and all wooden lintels or plate pieces, in the front and rear walls, 
shall recede from the ontside of the walls at least four inches, except that 
lintels of timber may be used in rear of cast iron fronts, and plates or wood 
may be used in cornices ; b\it all of such cornices shall be securely fastened 
in the walls of the bnildiug with iron rods, in such manner as that in case of 
fire thev will not fall until burned to pieces.

any of the streets or public places of the city, shall have the limbs cut close to 
the trunk and in such a manner that the bonj^hs and branches thereof shall 
not lie less than nine fe<it al)ove tlie sround: and it sliall not be lawful to 
keep, maintain or cultivate trees in any <d" th<' streets or public places in the 
city, excepting in the manner i)rovided in this chapter; and any pers<m who 
shall fail to comply herewith. aft<'r three days'notice from the Street Com- 
missioner, shall be liabh' to the penalty heieinnftei- provided for the violation 
of this chapter. 


Cellars, VaiiKs, Coal Hobvs, Kic, 
Sec. IT. .Vny person who shall keep 
or leave open any cellar door or grating of any coal hole, vault or area on any 
highway or sidewalk, or snCfer the the same to be kept or left open, or who 
shall sutler any sidewalk adjoining his premises to become or continue so 
broken as to endanger life or limb, shall be snbject to the penaltj' hereinafter 
pres<;ribed for the violation of this chai)ter. 
It shall be the duty of all police- 
men to take note of all d«'fects in sidewalks, and when out of repair, notify 
; the .Mayor, who sJiall at on<-e rcpf)rt the .same to the Common (^onncil. 
I 
<)l>.st ructions. 
Sec. is. 
No i)erst»n shall push, pull or drag any wlieei. 
; hand-barrow or go-cart, or saw any wood, or lay or place anj- w<iod. coal, or 
article or thing Vhatsoever. upon any sidewalk in the city. 


W a s h i n g l*a\eni<'nt a n d W i n d o w s . Sec. li». I'rom and after the first 
I day of .May until the lirst day of October, of each and every year, it shall not 
i be lawful for any person or {)ersons to wash, or cau.se to be washed, any 
pavement, or window upon the liiu- of such pavement, with a hose or street 
washer, or by throwing of dashing water against or upon the same, between 
the hours of seven o'clock in the morning and seven o'clock in the evening. 
.\nd all dirt, dust and rubbish must be swept off from all sidewalks by seven 
o'clock in the morning of each and every day. 


Snow a n d leo, Uoiiioved. 
Sec. 20. 
Every owner or occupant of any 
house or other building, and the owner or proprietor, lessee or person entitled 
to posstission of any vacant lot. and every person having charge of any 
church, jail, public hall or other building in the city, shall, during the winteV 
season and during the time snow shall continu<ion the ground, by nine o'clock 
on each and every morning, clean the sidewalks and gutters in front of 
such house or building, and in front of such lot, from snow and ice, and 
keep them conveniently free thereof during the day; and shall also, at all 
times, keep such sidewalks clear and free from all dirt and filth, or other ob- 
structions or incumbrances, so as to allow citi/ens to use the said sidewalks 
in an easy and commodious manner. 


To Report Accidents. 
Sec. 21. It shall be the duty of all poiiceuen 
and other city officers, in case of accident, to report the same t^ the City 
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Attorney, together with the names of any witnesses to said accident, if 
known to them, at once in writing. 


Slope, Projections, Etc. 
Sec. 22. 
Sidewalks shall be constructed so 
as to incline upwards, from the outer edge, one inch in every three feet, and 
no part of said sidewalk shall be taken for private use by lowering or cutting 
down the same next to the building, or railing off the same by any wooden or 
iron railing, or by shutting off the public from passing along and over the 
same, and such sidewalks shall not be raised up next to any building by con- 
structing any platform on the same, of either wood, iron or stone, out such 
sidewalk shall be built flush up to the building, on a uniform grade, as herein 
provided. 


P e i m i t for V a u l t s , A r e a s , E t c . 
Sec. 23. Xo person shall be allowed 
to use for vaults, areas or other purposes, the space beneath the sidewalks, 
included within the sidewalk lines of any street in said city, unless a permit 
shall have first been obtained from the Mavor, attested by the City Clerk, and 
all fees for issuing such permit shall have been paid, such permit to continue 
and to be issued only upon the condition that the party receiving the same 
shall, as a compensation granted by said permit, buud, maintain and keep in 
repair a sidewalk over such space intended to be used for vaults, areas or 
other purposes; such sidewalks to be of the material and constructed in the 
manner specified in such permit. 


P e r m i t Shall Specify. 
Sec. 24. Such permit shall specify in general 
terms the purposes for which the space under the sidewalks shall be used, 
and shall also contain a condition, that upon a failure to construct, maintain 
and repair such sidewalk, in accordance with any order that may from time 
to time be given by the Mayor or Common Council, the permit may be an- 
nulled by said Mayor. 


Space for H y d r a n t s a n d L a m p P o s t s R e s e r v e d . Sec. 25. No permit 
shall be granted for the permanent use and occupancy of so much space 
under the sidewalks, at the comers of tlie streets, as may be necessary for 
hydrants, lamp posts, or for access to the same, and such space shall be 
specified and reserved in all cases for the use of the city, whenever it may 
require the same for any purpose.

Any owner, builder or other person, who shall, in 
violation of this chapter, occupy or use any part of the public street beneath 
or under any such sidewalk«, or included within the sidewalk lines, or, if 
t here be no such sidewalks, shall occupy or use below the grade, such part 
thereof as conies within the sidewalk lines of said street, without a permit 
iirst had and obtained under this chapter, shall be liable to the penalty here- 
inafter prescribed. 


Coal Hole a n d A r e a C<»vers. Sec, 27. Every opening in any vault or 
<'oal hole, or other aperture in the sidewalk, or over said coal hole or vault, 
shall be covered with a substantial iron plate, with a rough surface to prevent 
iiccidents, and the entire construction of said coal holes and vaults shall be 
subject to the directions and supervision of the City Civil Engineer, or such 
other person as the Common Council may designate. 


O w n e r s Responsible for I>iti«i»g-es. Sec. 28. 
The owner and occu- 
pant of the abutting premises, in front of which any coal hole, vault or area 
is thus permitted to be constructed, shall be held responsible for any and all 
damages to persons or property, in consequence of any defect in the con- 
struction of such coal hole, vault or area, or for allowing the same or any por- 
tion thereof to remain out of repair; and such owner and occupant shall be 
required to keep the said coal hole, vault or area, and the walls and coverings 
of the same, in good order at all times.

Sec. 
The-owner or occupant of 
•iny premises abutting on such coal hole, vault or area sliall be held responsi- 
ble tor any and all damages occasioned to person or property in consequence 
of the aperture in the sidewalk being left open or luicoveied, or from the 
cover thereof being left insecure or unfastened, and such occupant shall be 
required to keep such c.oal hole, vault or area cover, in good order and safe 
for public travel over same. 


O r a t e s a n d C<»v<'rs Moved. 
Sec. HO. Xo peraon or persons shall re- 
move or insecurely fix, or cause, or sulfer. or permit, to be removed or 
insecurely fixed so that the same can be moved in its bed, any grate or cover- 
ing of any coal hole, vault or chute under any sidewalk or other public place. 
Provided., That nothing herein contained shall prevent the owner or occupant 
of the premises with which such coal hole, vault or <;hute shall be connected, 
from removing such grate or covering for tin; proper purpose of such coal 
hole, vault or chute, provided he inclose such opening or aperture and keep 
the same inclosed while svurh grate <jr covering shall be removed, with a sub- 
stantial box or curb, not less than twelve inches high: And provided further^ 
That he shall not remove such grate or covering initil after daylight of any 
day and shall replace such grate or covering before one-half hour after sunset. 


Boilers, Intlaijnnabl«» Material, Ktc. Sec. 'M. Xo boiler, steam shaft, 
tuniace or stram jnpe, or cess-pool, shall be constructed or located for use, 
and no explosive substance, or inflammable oil or substance, shall l>e stored 
or kept for any purpose under any sidewalk in the city: and no excavation, 
when permitted, shall be ventilated into the street, tuiless the aperture or 
ventilating hole or opening shall be securely covered, as herein provided. 


0^\^ler Notified to R e p a i r . 
Sec. 32. 
Whenever the owner or occupant 
of any premises in tJie city shall be notified by tlie City Civil Engineer or the 
Street Commissioner to raise, lower or relay or repair any sidewalk bordering 
on any premises owned or occupied by him. it shall be the duty of such owner 
or occupant to cause sucli improvement to be made within the tiiue specified 
in such notice and in the manner to be directed by said <'ivil Engineer. If 
any such owner or occupant shall neglect or refuse to comply with, any such 
requirement, he shall be subject to the penalty hereinafter provided for 
violation of this chapter. 


P r o j e c t i o n of J*orch, W i n d o w , Kit*. 
Sec. 
Hereafter no person 
.shall construct or place, or cause to be constructed or placed, any portico, 
porch, door window, or steps, which shall project into or over any street or 
sidewalk in such manner as to obstruct free passage along or over the same. 


P e n a l t j . Sec. .34. Any person who shall violate any or either of the pro- 
visions of this chapter, or who shall fail or neglect to comply with anv of the 
requirements thereof, shall, on conviction, pay a tine of not more than one 
hundred <Iollar.s.

SMOKK 
STACKS. 


H o w C o n s t r u c t e d . 
Sec. 1. 
All smoke stacks and chimneys erected at 
H,ny place within the city, for manufacturing purposes appertaining to, used, 
or to be used for conveying off the smoke of any steam boiler or steam 
engine, shall be lirmly and substantially built of brick, stone or iron, and 
shall be erected to the height of of not less than forty-five feet, and where 
wood is used as the fuel said stack shall be covered with a wire screen, so as to 
prevent fire or sparks from being emitted therefrom. 


P e n a l t y . 
Sec. 2, 
Any person who shall erect or use any such stack or 
chimney, as in section one mentioned, the same not being erected in the man- 
ner in said section specified, shall be deemed guilty of a violation of this 
chapter and on conviction by the Mavor, shall be fined in any sum not less 
than one dollar n<n- more than one hundred dollars. 


A Pnblii- Xiiisan<;«. 
Sec. 
If any person after having been convicted 
by the Mayor for a violation of this chapter, shall continue to use any such 
smoke stack or chimney as mentioned in section one, the same not being 
erected as in said section specified, it shall be deemed to be, and the same is 
hereby declared to be a public nuisance, and the Marshal of the city is hereby 
empowered and directed to supresssuch nuisance by taking down and remov- 
ing the same ; Provided, That this section shall not prevent repeated prose- 
cutiijii for the violation of this clxapter. 


and no work thus done by contract shall be accepted by said Street Commis- 
sioner until the same has been reported to said Council, and by them approved; 
and said Commissioner shall in no case make or approyie any extra allowance 
or pay to ai^ person or persons who shall have any such contract with the 
said Street Commissioner or the city. 


Inspect Sewers and I>raiiis. Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Street 
Commissioner between the first day of January and the first day of May in 
each year, to inspect or cause to be inspected all public sewers and drains 
catch-basins and connections in the city, and report to the Common Council 
all such as may need repairing, cleaning or tlushing. He shall make or cause 
to be made, where practicable, a visual examination of the interior of all 
main or lateral sewers, which are three feet or more in diameter in the clear, 
and all sewers less than three feet in diameter in the clear, whether con- 
structed of brick or pipe, shall be inspected in such manner and by means of 
such appliances as may be directed by the City Civil Engineer. Said Commis- 
sioner shall keep a record of the location of all street catch-basins, and 
indicate thereon all such as shall be required to be cleaned each year. All 
work of repairing and cleaning public sewers, catch-basins, and connec- 
tions, where the estimated cost shall exceed twenty-five dollars, shall be let! 
by contract, according to the specifications to be furnished by the City Civil 
Engineer, except in cases of emergency where the public or private property 
may be in danger, in which case said Commissioner may proceed without 
delay to make such repairs, subject to the approval of the Committee on 
Sewers. 


M a y Kniploy Clerk. 
Sec. «5. The Street Commissioner may employ a | 
clerk or supervisor, subject to the approval of the Common Council. The 
compensation of such clerk or supervisor to be determined and fixed by said 
Council. And said Street Commissioner shall not make any charge against 
any person for any of the services required of him by the ordinances.

expense, showing where and for what purpose the same was expended, 
together with an inventory of all materials, tools or other proi)erty of tlu^ city 
remaining in his charge.

Sec. 2. 
Said Street Ojinmissioner shall 
remove or cause to be removed, all obstructions to free passage along any of 
the streets, alleys, gutters and sidewalks of said city ; and he shall on view 
or complaint, give notice to any person who may have obstructed or may be 


immediate complaint thereof to the Mayor ; he shall also remove all loose 
dirt, rubbish, filth or other objectionable substances of any kind found on any 
f)f the streets, alleys or sidewalks of the city and for the prevention or 
remedy of which no other direct and positive provision is or has beem made, 
and he shall for that purpose employ at the exi>ense of the city, a sufficient 
number of horses, laborers and carts. 


Repair iSfewers and Bridges. Sec. 'S. Whenever repairs of sewers or 
bridges shall be necessary, or culverts required to be built, or streets to be 
graded, or gutters to be opened, the Street Commissioner shall cause the same 
to be done according to tne grades, plans and specifications as established 
and prepared by the City Engineer, and under the supervision of said 
Engineer. 


Let by Coutraet. 
Sec. 4. 
It shall be the duty of the Street Commis- 
sioner to cause all work to be done for the city or order of the Common 
Council the estimated cost of which shall exceed twenty-five dollars, to be let 
by contract to the lowest responsible bidder after receiving proposals there- 
for All such contracts to be in writing and approved by the Common Council, 


CHAPTER X L V I I I . 


STBKKTS ANr> ALLEYS. 


H o u s e N u m b e r s . 
Sec. 1. The City Civil Engineer shall assign a number 
to each lot or part of lot fronting on any street, avenue or public place in 
said city. Said streets, avenues and public places being numbered progress- 
ively, and where practicable, so that the oda numbers shall be on one side 
and the even numbers on the other side of the same, so that there- shall be a 
number for every twenty or twenty-five feet of land fronting thereon, or as 
near thereto as conveniently may be; and the record of such numbering shall 
be evidence of the respective numbers or designations aforesaid ; said 
Engineer shall prepare the necessary maps and records of the numbers to be 
assigned to all lots or lands in the City of Fort Wayne as above described, 
and deposit the same in the office of tne City Clerk, and no owner or other 
person, shall affix a street mumber to a building in said city without having 
first obtained from the City Clerk a certificate designating the number 
assigned to the lot on which said building is situated. 


Certificate of Clerk. 
Sec. 2. The Citv Clerk, to provide for the expense 
of mapping the city, and assigning the numbers to the lots therein, is hereby 
directed to require* payment for the certificates to be issued according to the | 
foregoing section, at the rate of twenty-five cents for each number designated ' 
by said certificate; said amount to be paid over by said Clerk to the City 
Treasurer once a month. 


Size of N u m b e r . 
Sec. li. Each of the figures of every number shall be 
not less than three inches in length, being so marked as to be distinct and 
easily read; »aid numbers shall be placed in a conspicuous place on the side 
or above the front door of the buildings to which they are attached. 


N u m b e r Affixed. Sec. 4. The owner or owners of each and every build- 
ing in the city shall affix on the sauie the number assigned therefor; and 
the owner of any building which may hereafter be constructed in the city, 
shall affix to the same the number or numbers assigned therefor within 
thirty days after the completion thereof, and no person shall affix such 
number until he has obtained a proper certificate therefor from the City Clerk, 
and it shall V)e the duty of the police to report to the Chief of Police any viola- 
tion of this section, and said Chief shall report to the Mayor. 


O b s t r u e t i o n W h i l e B u i l d i n g . 
Sec. o. 
Xo person shall obstruct any 
street in the city while building, with any material, whatsoever, for a space 
exceeding fifteen feet, measuring from the outside of the curb to the center 
of the street, and in no case shall the gutters be so obstructed as to prevent 
the free passage of water along the same. 


E n c u m b e r with Material, Kt<-. 
Sec. 0. 
No person shall encumber 
or obstruct, or cause to be eucumbyred or obstructed, any street, alley, or 
public place in the city, by placing therein or thereon, any building material, 
rubbish, chips, refuse trimmings of trees or shrubbery or any article or thing 
whatsoevfU", except as provided in the foregoing section. 


Keiiioval 
Kubbisli, i']t<-. 
Sec. 7. 
The .Mayor, .Marshal, or police 
force or any ofiicer of tlu; city, is Juneliy authorized to order any rubbish, 
chips, refus(! trimmings of trees or shrubbery, article or thing, whatsoever, 
which may encumber oi- obstruct any streets, alleys, or other public places 
within thè city, to b(i renjoved, and if such article or thing shall not be 
removed within five houi's after notice to the owner or person in charge 
thereof to remove the same, or if the owner carmot be found for the purpose 
of such notice, to cause the same to be removed to some suitable place to be des- 
ignated by the Mayor, and the owner of any article so removed, sliall be sub- 
ject to forfeit and pay a penalty of five dollars in addition to the cost of such 
removal. 


Uiihitelií'íl \'eliieles. 
Sec. H. No wagon, sleigh, sled or vehicle of any 
kind without horses, shall be permitted to remain or stand in any street or 
alley, for more than one hour, except when so standing for the purpose of 
being repaired, and then only in front of the premises of the person repairing 
the same, within ten feet of the curbing and for a period of time not longer 
than five hours. 


FíMHliiifí Animals. 
Se<;. U. Xo owner, driver or person in charge of any 
horse or horses, or animal, whatsoever, shall feed or cause or suffer to be fed 
any such animal or animals in the streets of said city. 


Ereetiuir B u i l d i n g s on. 
Sec. 10. 
Xo person shall erect or place any 
building in whole or in part, upon any street, alley, sidewalk or other public 
ground within said city. 
The owner of any building, fence, porch, steps, 
gallery or other obstruction, now standing, or which may be hereafter erected 
or placed upon any street, alley, sidew alk or other public place in the city, or 
w^hich has been left standing upon any new street that has been or may here- 
after be opened, .shall remove the same within such reasonable time, not 
exceeding thirty nor less than five days, as he shall be required to do by a 
written notice from the Street Commissioner; and on failure of such owner 
to comply with said notice, he shall be liable to the penalty hereinafter 
provided. 


O b s t r u c t i o n b.v T e a m s , H o w Kej-ulated. 
Sec. 11. Whenever from 
any cause any street or alley in the city shall be obstructed by a press of teams 
attached to vehicles loaded or otherwise, the Mayor, Marshal, police force or 
any councilman or other oiticer of the city, may give such directions in regard 
to the removal of such teams, vehicles, etc., as in the opinion of such officer 
may be necessary or required for public convenience. 
And any person or 
persons refusing or neglecting to obey such directions shall be subject to the 
penalty hereinafter provided. 


I>i|;' u p o r Kx<'avate. 
Sec. 12. 
No person or persons .shall dig up or 
excavate any portion or part of any street, alley, or public place of said city, 
without having first obtained a permit so to do from the Street (Commissioner; 
and it shall l>e the duty of said Street Commissioner to grant such permit to 
any party desiring to improve his property, upon such applicant tendering 
and delivering to the City Clerk a good and sufficient bon^, in such sum as the 
.Mayor may deem suflicient, conditioned that said city shall be saved harmless 
from any damage that might occur to said city or any person, by reason of 
such excavation, and by said applicant depositing with the City Clerk the 
sum of ten dollars, out of which the Street Commissioner shall pay the cost 
and expense incurred by the city in refilling said excavation and maintaining 
the same as it was before such excavation, for the period of six months, and 
said applicant shall then receive any portion of said deposit not so used and 
expended, if such excavation be in the street; if in the alley, such applicant 
shall execute or give a sufficient bond in th<i sum of twenty-five dollars, that 
he will refill and maintain said alley in as good condition as it was before 
making such excavation, for si.\ moiiths.

No person shall tear 
up or injure any pavement, side or crosswalk or any part thereof, or dig or 
remove any sod. stone, earth, sand, or gravel from aiiy street, alley or public 
place in the city, without liaving tir.st obtained a permit therefor, from the 
Street Commissioner or Common (Council. 


S t r a w , I*a|>er Chips, I'^te. 
Sec. 14. 
No person shall place any straw, 
paper, dirt, chips, shells, ashes, swill, sweejtings or other rubbish, though not 
offensive to health, in any street tir public place in the city. 


H i n d e r Wliile Jtepairhi« . Sec. tó. 
No person .shall hinder or obstruct 
the making or repairing of any public improvement or work ordered by the 
Common Council, or being done under or by authority of the City of Fort 
Wayne. 


Itailroad <jlates. 
Sec. 1»>. It .shall be the duty of each and every rail- 
way or railroad company, whose tracks are laid across any of the streets of 
said city, to place safety gates at any such crossings of said streets by said 
tracks, whenever the Common Council shall by resolution duly passed, declare 
the same necessary for public safety, and tlie said company shall erect safety 
gates as such resolution may declare necessary, within sixty days from the 
passage of any such resolution. 


AVagon Tires. 
Sec. 17. F«jr the better protection of the paved and mac- 
adamized streets, alleys or other thoroughfares of the city, no vehicle of any 
description with fellòrs and tires less tlian four niches in breadth shall be 
permitted to be drawn or pass over any such street, alley or thoroughfare with 
a greater burden than three thousand pounds weight, and no vehicle of any 
description with felloes and tires less than five inches in width shall be per- 
mitted to be drawn or pass over such paved and macadamized streets, alleys, 
and thoroughfares witl> a greater burden than sixty hundred weight. And 
every owner or owners of such vehicles for burden, which shall be drawn con- 
trary to the true intent and meaning of this chapter, shall be subject to the 
penalty hereinafter provided. 


Prepare Building;: Materials. 
Sec. 18. 
No person shall dress any 
stone or prepare any material for building in the streets or alleys of the city 
which can 1)6 prepared elsewhere. 


Drive Cattle. 
Sec. 19. No person or persons shall, between the hours of 
eight o'clock^ A. M., and half past six o'clock P. M. of each and every day. 
drive upon or along any public street or alley, any more than twenty-five head 
of cattle at one time. 


New P a v e m e n t Cleitned. 
Sec. 20. Any and all persons who may pave 
or cause to be paved any street, alley, or public place or any portion thereof, 
shall have the dirt, rubbish, and other obstructions cleared off the same within 
thirty days after any such pavement shall be completed, except such pave- 
ment as shall be laid over pipe, which shall be cleaned off within fifteen days 
after the same shall be laid. 


Thisi section shall be so construed as to apply to the removal of all sand 
(except top dressing), dirt or rubbish collected in any part of any and all 
streets, alleys, and public places covered by macadam or any pavement so 
done and laid, or excavation that may have been made, or other work done in 
pursuance thereof; and no contract for paving or macadamizihg in pursuance 
of this section, shall be accepted as completed until such requirements have, 
in the opinion of the City Civil Engineer, been fully complied with. 


Inspector. 
Sec. 21. Whenever any street or alley or public place in said 
city, shall be paved or macadamized by order of the Common Council, a com- 
petent person shall be appointed by the City Civil Engineer to inspect such 
work during the construction of the same. 
The compensation of said in- 
spector shall be such as the Council may fix, and shall be paid weekly by the 
City Treasurer, upon the certificate of said Engineer and order of City Clerk, 
and the contractor shall not be entitled to any estimate for such work, until 
he shall liave repaid to the City Treasurer a sum equal to any sum that shall 
have been paid said inspector on such work. The City Civil Engineer shall 
keep a record of all such certificates, to whom, when, and u j ^ n what work 
allowed, and the amount thereof. And the expense of such inspector shall 
be included in the estimate of the cost of such work granted to the con- 
tractor. 


B a r r i c a d e s W h i l e Pavlne:. 
Sec. 22. Any person or persons employed 
to pave or repave any street, alley, or other public thoroughfare in the city, 
shall place proper obstructions or barricades across such streets or thorough- 
fares, for the purpose of protecting work in course of construction, and pre- 
serving the pavement when finished until the same is fit for use, leaving at 
all times a sufficient passage for pedestrians; and no person or persons shall 
without the written consent of the Mayor, or without the consent of the City 
Civil Engineer, throw down, displace or remove any such obstruction or 
barricade. 


Not t o O b s t r n c t . 
Sec. 23. 
Nothing contained in the foregoing section 
shall be construed to authorize any nerson or persons to stop up or obstruct 
more than the space of one block ana one intersection at the same time in 
any one street, or to keep the same so stopped or obstructed for more than 
two days after the roadway is fiinished. 


Sale of A n i m a l s a n d vehicles. 
Sec. 24. N'o person shall make a stand 
or stopping place within any street or alley in the city for the purpose of 
exhibiting for sale, or for the purpose of selling or offering for sale any horses, 
mules or cattle, or any wagon, carriage or other vehicle drawn by either of 
the animals aforesaid. 


Layingr P i p e s a n d Paving^ Streets. 
Sec. 25. 
No city otticer shall 
grant permission to any person, company or corporation to lay any pipes for 
any purpose whatever, in any street or alley in the city which has been paved 
or macadamized, unless the application for such i^rmission, shall have been 
approved or recommended by the Common Council. 


P r i v a t e I^amp P o s t s . 
Sec. 26. It shall and may be lawful for any per- 
son to erect a lamp post opposite his or her house, ^tore or place of business, 
with such lettering or device as such person may think proper, in a line with 
those erected bv the city near the curb line; Provided, Said lamps and lamp 
posts shall not be less in size than those erected by the city, and the lamps or 
illuminated signs placed thereon, shall not be more than three feet wide, and 
the posts shall be erected of the same height and in the same manner and of 
the same kind of material as those now used by the city for illuminating pur- 
poses and lighted by electricity or gas; and any person or persons who snail 
erect any such lamp post in any other manner than herein provided, and shall 
fail to remove the same after three days notice from the Mayor, Street Com- 
missioner or Common Council, shall be subject to the penalty hereinaftt^r 
provided. 


I l l u m i n a t e d Cloeks. 
Sec. 27. All lamps or lamp posts which have been 
heretofore erected and used as signs, and all ilUfininated clocks which have 
been erected on the outer edge of sidewalks, and which are in actual use, and 
which are kept in running order at the expense of the «»vvner and regulated 
so as to indicate the correct time, may be allowed to remain, subject to bo 
removed at any time as above provided. 


I>rinkinir F o u n t a i n s . 
Sec. 2H. Drinking fountains, made of iron, may 
be erected on the outer edge of sidewalks, at such points and places as the 
Common Council may designate: Provided., That the consent of the owner or 
agent of the premises in front of which it is proposed to erect such fountain, 
be first obtained. 


B a r r i c a d e s a n d Ke<l I J g h t s . 
Sec. 2^. It shall be the duty of every 
person or persons engaged in digging down any street, in paving any street, 
building any sewer or drain, or trench for water or gas pipes, in any of the 
public streets or thoroughfares, under contract with the corporation of this 
city, made through either or any of the departments of the said corporation, 
or by virtue of any permission which may have been granted to them bv the 
Common Council, or any department, or either of them, where such work, if 
left exposttd, would be dangerous to passengers, to erect a fence or railing at 
such excavation or work, in such manner as to prevent danger to passengers 
who may be traveling such streets or thoroughfares, and to continue and 
uphold the said railing or fence imtil the work shall be completed or the ob- 
struction removed. And it shall also be the duty of such person or persons 
to place upon such railing or fence at twilight in the evening, suitable and 
sufficient red lights, and. keep them burning through the night during the 
entire performance of the work. 


Red l^ig-hts a n d Fen<'es. Sec. 
The provisions of the preceeding 
section shall apply to every person who shall place building materials in any 
of the public streets or thoroughfares, or be engaged in building any vault or 
constructing any lateral drain from any cellar to any sewer, or who shall do 
or perform any work causing obstructions in the public streets or thorough- 
fares, by virtue of any permit from any executive department; and also to all 
public or corporation officers engaged in performing any work in behalf of 
the city, whereby obstructions or excavations shall be made in said streets 
and thoroughfares. 


B a r r i c a d e s a n d K e d Ijigrhts, H o w Place<l. 
Sec. 31. The extent to 
which such fence or railing shall be built in the several cases, is hereby de- 
fined as follows, to-wt: 
• 


1. In digging down any street or thoroughfare, by placing same along the 
upper bank of such excavation, or by extending the fence so far across the 
street, and at each alley, as to prevent persons from traveling on such portion 
as would be dangerous. 


2. In paving any street or thoroughfare, by extending it across the carriage- 
way of such street or thoroughfare and at each alley; or. if but a portion of 
the width of such carriageway be obstructed, across such portion, in which 
case the obstruction shall be so arrangetl as to leave a passage way through, 
as nearlv as may be, of uniform width. 


3. In*the building of a sewer, by placing it across the carriageway at the 
ends of such excavations as shall be made, and at each alley. 


4. In building vaults, by enclosing the ground taken for the vault. 
r>. In placing building materials in the streets, by placing it across so much 
of the street as shall be occupied by such materials; and the material shall be 
so placed as to occupy a space of uniform width, except brick or stone piled 
solid at least seven feet high. In all cases sufficient red lights are to be 
placed upon such building materials, fences or railings, and kept burning 
during the night, as provided by the preceding sections. 


A n s w e r a b l e tor Dainagiis. 
Sec. 32. In all cases where any person or 
persons shall perform any of the work mentioned in the preceding sections, 
either under contract with the corporation or by virtue of permission obtained 
from the Mayor or Common Council, or either of the departments, such per- 
son shall be answerable for any and every danuvge which may be occasioned 
to persons, animals and property, by reason of carelessness in any manner 
connected with the said work. 
n O f l i c e r s to Knforoe Complianc«'. 
Sec.;«, it shall be the duty of the 
officer in charge of each i)articular class of improvements, to see that the re- 
quirements contained in this chapter, in regard to the erection df fencing and 
placing of lights, in all cases be complied with sevei-ally; and it shall be un 
lawfuffor any person whose duty it is to erect such barriers and lights, to 
refuse or ne{?lect to enict the same in the manner prescribed bj' the foregoing 
sections, or for any pei'son to remov»; the same; and it shall be the duty of 
the police to promptly notify the Street (-ommissioner of any violation of thi.^ 
chapter. 


CHAPTER XLIX.

oughly cleansed, the s a m e will be done by the C i t y of Fort W a y n e , at the cost 
and expense of said owner or occupant.

Sec. 3. Whenever the owner or occupant of real estate 
in said'city shall be required and notified, as aforesaid to cMean any street or 
alley bordering upon any real estate owned or occupied by him, it shall be the 
duty of said owner or occupant to cause the said improvement to be made in 
the manner and vnthin the time specified in said notice. 
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Sixth W a r d . 
All the territory within the city limits, lying west of Cal- 
houn street, and south of the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific railway, shall 
constitute the Sixth Ward. 


S e v e n t h W a r d . 
All the territory within the city limits, lying east of 
Calhoun street, and south of the Pitteburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago railway, 
shall constitute the Seventh Ward. 


£ig-hth W a r d . 
All the territory within the city limits, lying east of 
Hanna street, and north of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago railway, 
shall constitute the Eighth Ward. 


N i n t h W a r d . 
All the territoiy within the city limits, lying north of the 
St. Mary's river, from its intersection with the New York, Chicago and St. 
Louis railway, and north'of said railway, west of the St. Mary's river, shall 
constitute the Ninth Ward.

VEHICLES. 


r^icenso a n d B o n d . 
Sec. 1. No person shall keep or use for hire for the 
carrying or conveyance of persons or things within the City of Fort Wayne, 
any veliiele without a license so to do, and the Mayor is hereby authorized to 
license any person resident of said city, over the age of twenty-one years and 
l)eing the owner or owners of any such vehicle, to keep and use for hire said 
veiiicle upon liis entering into bond with suilicient sureties to be approved by 
the ^Slayor, in the penal sum of fifty dollars, conditioned for the payment of 
all ])('nalties and damages, which the said owner or owners and the driver 
or drivers thereof, may incur, or be liable to pay under any by-law or ordinance 
of the City of Fort Wayne now in force, or that shall hereafter be established. 
.Vll licenses granted under this section, may be transferred by the Common 
Council in their discretion. 
Provided, 
That the keeper or keepers of livery 
stables shall have the right to do the ordinary business of such stables with- 
out obtaining such license. 


C l e r k to K e e p K e g i s t e r . 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of the Clerk to 
to koiip a register of the name of the person to whom such license is granted 
or transferred, the number of the license, and the description of the vehicle 
licensed. 
All licenses, unless revoked, shall continue in force for one year 
from the day of the date of the issuing thereof. 


Xjinio a n d N u m b e r . 
Sec. 3. 
Every person so licensed shall forthwith 
ciuise the name of the owner and the number of his license to be plainly 
})ainled in hitters at least one and one-half inches iii length, in a conspicuous 
ltlac(i on the outside of the vehicle, and shall keep the same plain and distinct 
at all times when used, during the continuance of such license. 


L a m p s . 
Sec. 4. Every vehicle for conveyance of persons when driven or 
used, or waiting or standing for use, in the night time, shall have lixed upon 
some conspicuous part of dach side of the outside thereof, a lighted lamp with 
plain "-lass fronts and sides, with the number of the license painted in black 
paint on the sides and front of each of said lamps in distinct and legible fig- 
ures at least one and a half inches in length, and so placed that said number 
and 'lamps may be distinctly seen from the inside and outside of such vehicle. 
All omnibuses running within the city and required to be licensed, shall, when 
runnino-in the night Fime, have fixed in some conspicuous place m front 
theveoi, so as to be distinctly seen from the inside and outside, a lighted lamp 
witli the number of the license painted thereon in ligures one jnch and a halt 
in length. 


D r i v e r s . 
Sec. 5. 
No person, except a licensed owner, shall hereafter 
drive any licensed vehicle, except omnibuses on established lines, for the con- 
vevance of passengers, or any article or thing whatever, for hire or reward, 
\vitho\it lust obtaining a license as such driver, and no such driver shall drive 
aiIV other vehicle than the one for which he shall be licensed, nor shall the 
owner or owners permit any person except a licensed driver or owner, to drive 
anv licensed vehicle owned or used by him; nor shall any such owner permit 
anv licensed driver to drive any other vehicle than the one for which he shall 
l)e licensed 
No more than one driver shall be licensed for any one vehicle. 
Such drivers shall be licensed by the Mayor and Clerk, on request ot the 
owner and such license may be transferred as above provided; a,nd it shall be 
the duty of tlie clerk to keep a list of the drivers so licensed and the number 
of the vehicle as above provided. 
All such licenses shall expire m one year 
after the date of issuing thereof. 
All licenses granted under this chapter 
shall designate the vehicle by number and name, and the owner or dri ver shall 
be severally liable for each and every violation of this chapter by such owner 
or driver. 
And every person so licensed shall, while acting as driver of such 
vehicle wear a badge, consisting of a rectangular shaped metal plate, 1% by 
2K inches, to be furnished by the city at the time the license is issued, and 
for which licensee shall pay the cost price, and wear said badge on the outside 
of his coat so as to be easily seen. 
On said plate shall be engraved the word 
" Hack," or other word designating his kind of vehicle and the number of his 
license. 


I^ieciisc F e e s . 
Sec. 6. All omnibuses and accommodation coaches run- 
ning in connection with hotels shall be charged for licenses, each, the sum ot 
live dollars per annum.

All omnibuses and accomodation coaches running upon established lines, 
and at stated periods from place to place within the city, shall be charged for 
licenses, each, the sum of one dollar per annum.

Ail coaches and carriages drawn by two horses, and occupying any public 
stand, or that shall run for the conveyance of passengers fo^hire or re^ward 
witliin the city, shall be charged for license, each, the sum of ten dollars per 


All^vehicles drawn by one horse and occupying any public stand, and used 


for the conveyance of passengers, for hire or reward, within the city, shall be 
charged for license, each, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents per annum. 


All baggage, express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by two or 
more horses shall be charged for license, each, the sum of three dollars. 


All baggage, express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by one horse 
shall be charged for license, each, the sum of two dollars per annum. 


All d r a p , carts, wagons, and other vehicles running within said city for hire 
or reward, and not otherwise expressly provided for, shall be charged for 
license, each, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents per annum. 


All wagons and other vehicles drawn by two or more horses for the con- 
veyance of many passengers, or heavy articles or things for hire, from place 
to place in the city, shall be charged for license, each, the sum of five dollars 
per annum if the tire of such wagon be four or more inches in width, if less 
ten dollars. 


R a t e s o f F a r e . 
Sec. 7. The price to be charged by the owner or driver 
of any vehicle, except an omnibus, for the conveyance of passengers for hire 
within said city, shall be as follows, to be regulated and estimated by the dis- 
tance on the most direct routes, viz: 


For carrying a passenger not exceeding one mile, fifty cents. 
For conveying a passenger any distance over a mile and less than two miles 
one dollar. 


For conveying children between live and fourteen years of age, half of the 
above price may be charged for like distances, but tVn- children inider live 
years of age, no charge shall be made, unless such child is the only pas.seno-er 
in which case full charge may be made.

The distance from any railroad depot or hotel to any other railroad or hotel 
shall in all cases be estimated as not exceeding one mile. 


For the use of coaches drawn "by two horses, with one or more passengers 
by the day, eight dollars. 


For the use of any vehicle by the hour, with one or more passengers, with 
the privilege of going from place to place and stopping when required as 
follows: 


For the first hour, one dollar and lifty cents, and for each succeeding hour 
one dollar. 


Every passenger shall be allowed to have conveyed upon such vehicle, with- 
out charge, his ordinary traveling baggage, not exceeding in any case, one 
trunk. 


Soliciting, R a c i n g , E t c . 
Sec. 8. No driver, agent, employe, owner or 
owners of any such hackney coach, cab, carriage or other vehicle herein re- 
ferred to, shall solicit passengers, except for such vehicle as he may be 
licensed for; and no driver of any hackney coach, cab, omnibus, dray, carriage 
or other vehicle, shall engage in racing with another, or drive faster than a 
moderate rate, while passing in, along or through any of the public streets of 
the city; and all such vehicles shall keep to the right when in motion and 
passing along any of such public streets. 


E x t o r t i o n . 
Sec. 9. 
No owner or driver of any hackney coach, cab, 
carriage or other vehicle, licensed as aforesaid, shall refuse to convey, in said 
city, any person, with or without baggage, as aforesaid, when applied to for 
that purpose, or, having undertaken to convey such person, shall omit or 
neglect so to do, or shall ask, take or extort, from any person desiring to be 
or having been conveyed to any place in said city, as the price or rate of fare 
for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare than herein established! 


C a r t a g e o f M e r c h a n d i s e . 
Sec. 10. 
Draymen, carters, expressmen or 
wagoners, licensed as aforesaid, shall be entitled to receive and ask, for cart- 
age of any articles of merchandise upon any such vehicle, where the distance 
shall not be greater than one mile, thirty-five cents; and for each additional 
mile, or fraction of a mile, twenty cents, and no person driving such licensed 
vehicle, shall refuse to convey, within said city, the goods, or merchandise, or 
other thing of any person, or shall omit or neglect so to do, or shall ask, take, 
state to, or extort from, any person desiring to have, or having had conveyed 
to any place in said city, such goods, or merchandise, or other thing, as the 
price or rate of fare for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare 
than that herein established. 
Provided, 
That this section shall not apply to 
teams with two or more horses or other animals, used for conveying heavier 
articles, where a special contract is made. 


Card of R a t e s K e p t P o s t e d . 
Sec. 11. 
Every driver or owner of a 
licensed hackney coach, cab or other vehicle, for the conveyance of passengers, 
shall at all times keep fixed and posted, right side up, inside of the same, so 
as to be most conveniently seen and read, a card, to be furnished by the city 
at the expense of the owner, printed in plain, legible characters, containing 
the prices or rates of fare allowed by this chapter, and the name of the owner 
or driver of such vehicle and the number of the license thereof. 


H a c k a n d D r a y S t a n d s . 
Sec. 12. 
It shall be unlawful for any hack, 
dray, truck or other vehicle, when unemployed, to be permitted by the person 
owning or controUng the same, to stand on any street or place in said city, 
except on the following streets, viz; 


On the market space on Barr street, between Jierry and Washington streets; 
hacks on the north side of Berry street, between Court and Calhoun streets; 
trucks and all other vehicles on the west side of Court street, and on the south 
side of Main street between Court and Calhoun streets, and upon no other 
street or space within said city.

Any person who shall violate any or either of the pro- 
visions of this chapter, or any section, clause or provision of any section of 
this chapter, or who shall fail or neglect to comply with any or either of the 
requirements thereof, slu^ll, on conviction, pay a tine of not more than one 
hundred dollars.

I.iko ali animals which

Generations of fish from immemorial time 
bavo corno back to their native banks 
and K|xirts. Tho cod drops its spawn 
free into tho sou at acousideraMo distance 
from tho bottom. The spawn does not 
flink, but swims near tho surface in 
transfinrent eggfl, and in about sixteen 
days thoy hatch. Tho male, fish in 
Bpawning swims deeper than tlio femnln, 
and tho milt rises, as soon as it is jxnired 
out, to t!ic surface. Tho younjycod in 
its first year grown fo 1x3 a foot long. It 
cannot reproduce till it ia 4 years old.
